New Lonlon, Conn, June 29.—Tho 
fourteenth annual 4-mile, straightaw ay, 
eight-oared race between crews represent' 
lug tho universities of Yale and Harvard 
was 
rowed 
Friday evening over tho 
_ Thames river 
course from Winthrop s 
J Point to Gale’* Ferry und was won by 
Yale by six boat lengths. 
Official ;time: 
Yale 21:30, Harvard 21:55. 
Tho series of 
races between these colleges now stand*: 
A ale, eight victories and six defeats; Har­ 
vard, six victories and eight defeat*. Yale 
also holds the record for tho fastest time 
over the course (20:10), made last year. 
Tho crowd which saw the race was un­ 
usually large, there being several thous­ 
and more strangers in town than for 
several years. 
A large eastern delegation 
came in on the special trains frdln Boston, 
and New Haven sent over an excursion 
train of twenty-four cars, besides large 
numbers on the regular trains. 
Scoros of 
steamers, sailing yachts, with hundreds of 
small craft, were anchored on either side 
of the course near ( the finish, making 
double lines nearly to tho half mile flag. 
An observation train of thirty-four car* 
with a crowd of 3,000 followed the crew*, 
while tho now railroad bridge, Deadhead 
hill, and all other desirable poi hts along 
the course, were packed with people. 
The race originally set for l l o’clook, 
was postponed until evening on account of 
very rough water. 
The Yale crew wore 
the first to show up, coming down the 
river at 6:25 and getting into their boat at 
6:50. 
At? :14 Harvard pushed away from 
their float and pulled to the line, where 
they wore lined up, and, after Yale had 
made a false start, promptly sent away I y 
the referee at 7:20. 
At the word “go” 
Harvard caught the water first and her 
shell forged ahead of Yale by a half- 
length. 
Harvard started off with a stroke 
of 32 aud Yale 32. 
Harvard held her lead 
for about 150 yards, then Yale’s shell bo­ 
gan to gain at every stroko and at the 
quartor-mile they were on oven term*, and 
Yale then took a lead of about ten feet 
The next quarter of a milo neither could 
gain an Inch. 
Just after passing the half- 
mile fiafe Harvard took a lead of about ton 
feet, 
This load Harvard hell} but a few sec­ 
onds, ana as the crew* neared the mile flag 
Yale spurted, gaining a load of a quartet 
8.*en6th, passing the mile flag in 4 47, 
pulling 84 strokes, with Harvard 2 seconds 
behind pulling 31. 
Tho spurt by which 
A ale took the lead at tho milo settled tho 
taco, as after passing that i>oiut Yale 
gradually increased her lead and Harvard 
was unable to prevent it. 
From thejiiilo 
to tho milo and a half flag Yule increased 
ber lead to one length. 
Yale passed the 
14 miles in 7:15 and Harvard in 7:19. 
At 2 miles Yale showed a boat’s lengih 
of clear water and tho race wa* finished so 
far as Harvard’s chances were eonromed. 
At the 24-tuile flag Y’alo had a lead of 
fully four lengths. 
From tho 21-mile flag 
to the 3 J-milo flag the (*ositioiis remained 
the same. 
After passing tho 3i-miio flag 
Yale gradually increased the load. 
At 3J 
miles Yale struck smooth water closo under 
the bank, and two additional lengths were 
quickly added to her lead. 
Harvard made 
a final effort to lessen tho distance, but to 
no purpose, as Yale crossed tho line an 
easy winner by six lengths.

Closed. 
Chicago, Juno 29.—The Clan-na-Gae) 
grand jury dropped all other phases of 
the Cronin murder conspiracy to-day ex­ 
cept that in which Alexander Sullivan 
appeared as the central figure and the 
moving spirit. From the evidence already 
accumulated by the State’s attorney and tho 
police and laid before the grand jury, that 
body ha* become convinced that 
Dr. 
Cronin was murdered in pursuance of a 
conspiracy formed in camp 20, and the 
motive, the reason of the conspiracy, was 
the belief of the conspirators that Dr. 
Cronin was a British spy. 
Being a spy, 
the penalty was death and this was inflicted 
on him. 
But the jury are also satisfied 
that 
he was 
not a 
spy, and 
they 
are 
seeking 
for 
the 
persons 
who 
made the statement that he was, well 
knowing that such a charge against him 
was sure to end in his death. 
Member 
after member of tho organization had 
been before the grand jury and questioned 
as to whether he had ever heard the 
charge of being a spy brought against 
Cronin, and by whom. 
Testimony so weighty that it must al­ 
most positively result in his indictment 
was submitted to the grand jury showing 
that Alexander Sullivan had several times 
attempted to cast this aspersion on Dr. 
Cronin’s character, not only to members of 
the Clan-na-Gael, but it has been also 
leat nod that he endeavored to have this 
suspicion announced to tho world. 
* ‘There 1* something which Sullivan bas 
said, 
according to witnesses,” said a 
prominent lawyer to-day, "that will con­ 
vict him of conspiracy to murder accord­ 
ing to the conspiracy laws of the State, 
and will place him in exactly the same 
position in which August Spies, the Anar­ 
chist, found himself. The State, as every 
one knows, has witnesses to prove that 
Alexander Sullivan made threats against 
tho doctor, saying that Cronin ought to lie 
removed, or that it would be better for the 
canso if Cronin wa* out of the way, and 
that he wa* a Writ Uh spy, and should be 
dealt (with accordingly, ami more to the 
.ame effect. Now, if it can bo proved that 
acting on these threat* some Ignorant 
Irishman or Irishmen killed Dr. Cronin, 
then Alexander Sullivan is, as I eaid, 
guilty of conspiracy to murder, and a jury 
would b o instructed by the court.**
